AKRON, Ohio Afb- Highed prices 
for dairy farm ers shipping milk 
into Cleveland and Canton may 
follow a 25-cent prem ium which 
producers negotigfbed last week end 
with six Ak ron dairies. 
TTCie 25-cent prem ium on class I 
milk still left the hundredweight 
price below the $5 goal set recent­ 
ly by the Ak ron Milk Producers, 
Inc. It did, however, break the 
practice of recent years for dair­ 
ies to pay only the minimum fed­ 
eral order price. 
The August federal order price 
in the Ak ron area was $4.68, and 
that figure is not ex pected to 
change much in September and 
October. The 25-cent premium was 
negotiated 
to 
cover 
the 
period 
from Sept. 16 to Dec. 31. 
Roger P. Buck ley, m anager of 
Ak ron Milk Producers, said that 
in the 3%-month period the prem ­ 
ium will mean more than $200,000 
to Ak ron area dairy farm ers. 
Because the price of milk was 
raised a cent a quart in Ak ron 
earlied this month, no retail price 
increase is ex pected to result from 
the additional payment to produc 
ers.

Disposing of War-Seized Property 


WASHINGTON UR — A lot of 
money and a lot of people are in­ 
volved in the so far u nsu ccessfu l 
effort to retu rn war-seized prop­ 
erty in fu ll to the original Ger­ 
man and Japanese owners. 
This has b een tried in one Con­ 
gress after another. The try will 
b e made again next year. 
The Eisenhower administration 
is opposed to the fu ll retu rn of the 
seized property. William Rogers, 
depu ty attorney general, said su ch 
a plan wou ld “remove the b u rden 
of compensating the former Ger­ 
m an owners from the shou lders of 
the German taxpayer and place it 
on the shou lders of the American 
taxpayer.” 
Total valu e of toe foreign prop­ 
erty — owned b y individu als and 
corporations and seized b y this 
government du ring the war —- is 
ab ou t 550 million dollars. Some of 
it 
this 
government still holds. 
Some it sold. 
What it sold — throu gh the Of­ 
fice of Alien Property (OAP) — 
amou nts to arou nd 350 million doL 
lars. Most of this money went to 
pay off the claims of Americans 
who su ffered in German and Jap­ 
anese prisoner-of-war camps. 
OAP wants to sell off the re­ 
maining 200 millions of seized as­ 
sets. This money cou ld b e u sed to 
pay off the claims of Americans 
whose property was destroyed in 
wartime Germany. They have re­ 
ceived no payment yet. 
Under a b ill sponsored b y Sen. 
Olin Johnston 
(D-SC), 
and 
ap- 
roved this year b y the Senate 
Ju diciary Committee, not only the 
350 millions in assets already sold 
b u t the 200 millions still to b e 
sold wmid b e paid b ack to the 
German aid Japanese owners. 
Johnston says he is interested 
in the principle of fair play, the 
sacredness of private 
property, 
and good foreign relations. That’s 
pretty mu ch the explanation given 
b y other memb ers of Congress 
who have sponsored similar b ills. 
The fu ll-retu rn sponsors reason 
this 
way: 
West 
Germany 
has 
agreed to pay b ack over 30 years 
one b illion dollars on the 3%-b il- 
lion-dollar Marshal plan loan this 
cou ntry made Germany.

Bu t this wou ld 
b e for individu als only, not for 
corporations seized. 
The government estimates this 
$10,000-per-person-limit wou ld fu l­ 
ly cover 9 0 per cent of the in­ 
dividu als 
whose 
property 
was 
seized and wou ld cost no more 
than 60 million dollars. 


Biggest plu m of all is the Gen­ 
eral Aniline and Firm Corp. — 
originally part of the German I. 
G. Farb en cartel — which was 
worth 
ab ou t 35 
million dollars 
when the government seized it. 
The government holds 
97 per 
cent of its stock and names the 
b oard of directors — Americans 
— who ru n it like any other cor­ 
poration. Under the gu idance of 
this b oard the property now is 
worth ab ou t 105 millions. 
Farb en transferred the corpora­ 
tion to a Swiss ou tfit, E. G. Che­ 
nde, b efore its seizu re. Chende, 
b eing 
Swiss, 
claims it was 
a 
neu tral in the war and therefore 
the American government has no 
right to its property. It’s fighting 
in cou rt to get it b ack. The Ameri­ 
can government argu es Chende is 
a front for the German owners.’

materials that embody structural 
strength, insulation and finish all 
in one. 
All of these details are in exist 
ence today but it’s going to take 
a lot of doing to get them gen­ 
erally accepted. 
Take post 
and

eliminating the many 2 by 4s that 
go into wall construction and sub­ 
stituting a post every 4 feet, this

Why doesn’t everybody use it? 
Competitive builders say time lost 
while carpenters, unfamiliar with

scratched their heads would more 
than offset savings in lumber. 
Another reason is that most 
building codes prohibit it. 
Codes 
compiled a generation ago call for 
specific materials in specific plac­ 
es. 
It has taken years to persu­ 
ade some 200 communities in New 
York State to adopt a uniform state

code. 
This code op 
ens the way for new materials by 
telling you how much strength must 
be provided and leaving it up to 
you to use any materials that meet 
the test. 


TAXES ALSO are a handicap in 
getting building costs down. A lab. 
oratory test house of 1,100 square 
feet — three bedrooms — with a 
price tag of $20,850, including a 
modest piece of land, has been 
found to have $2,266 in taxes hid­ 
den in its price. Myron L. Mat­ 
thews of the Dow Service Building 
Reports, who figured this out, in­ 
cluded taxes on the builders' cor­ 
porate profits, stockholders’ 
and 
officers’ individual salaries and di­ 
vidends, taxes on labor and on the 
profits on material sales. 
"In 
1939-41,’* 
Matthews 
says, 
“the sales pric of a house of this 
size included about 2 per cent to 
cover the miscellaneous taxes then 
current. The situation has grown 
progressively worse until today tax­ 
es add almost 18 per cent to the 
sale price.’*

AND NO SHORTCUT has been 
found for good materials and good 
workmanship. 
Lange told the in­ 
dustry leaders that people are no 
longer buying the first house they 
s-^e. Many are second home buy­ 
ers. who’ve lived in a house and 
know what they want.

1960s,” says Lange, “will see the 
greatest era of family formation 
this country has ever known, ai 
the war babies reach marriageable 
age. Housing will reach between 
1,500,000 and two million units a 
year — and many of those must 
be low-cost houses that newlyweds

Q. — Our pussy willow is infest­ 
ed with borers. What can be done 
to eradicate them and thus save 
the plant? 
A — There is no satisfactory 
control for willow borer. 
Cut the 
infested branches down to an inch 
or two above the ground every oth. 
er year — just after the pussies 
have passed. 
Q — What causes the leaves of 
the plantain lilies to turn brown 
ion 
the 
edges? 
Otherwise 
the 
plants are healthy and blooms sat­ 
isfactory. 
A — The plantain lily (hosta) 
should be planted where it will be 
in shade during the hot noon sun. 
Plantain lily 
foliage 
invariably 
burns when planted in direct sun. 
Q — Can you identify a silver 
foliage plant more or less common­ 
ly used in the home garden? It is 
about 2Vt feet tall and has no flow­ 
ers. 
A — Sounds like Artemesia sil­ 
ver king, one of the showiest of 
; the wormwoods. The leaves, white 
and finely hairy, are often used 
in dried winter bouquets. It re­ 


quires considerable moisture fo r 
best results. 
Q — Can native rhododendron 
and mountain laurel shrubs be cut 
back to keep them with in bounds? 
A — The mountain laurel can 
Joe kept to a certain height by 
yearly cutting back the leader of 
each branch. While rhododendron 
will tolerate annual purning they 
are best used where they can grow 
as nature intendd, to a height of 
IO feet or more. 
Q — Why are some trees more 
attractive to bolts of lightning than 
others? 
A — The following trees 
are 
most likely to be struck by light­ 
ning, because of the nature of their 
bark surface, the apparent water 
content in their internal structure, 
and their height; oaks, elms, lo­ 
custs, hickory, tulip tree, poplar, 
spruce and pine. The least likely 
large tree to be struck is 
t h e 
beech. 
Q — How can we get rid of 
crickets and ants in the house? 
A — DDT will control 
house­ 
hold crickets. 
Spray with a five 
per cent solution around the base­ 
boards, door sills and along the 
edges of the rugs. 
If ants are 
causing annoyance, use a two per 
cent chlordane solution.
